Sixty-Five Years Ago-The Unsinkable Titanic Sunk 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Sixty five 
years ago today 
the 
“unsinkable” 
Titanic went down in the icy Atlantic, 
but Edwina "Winnie” MacKenzie can 
remember almost every 
minute of 
what happened in those last hours. 
At 92, Mrs MacKenzie is the oldest 
survivor of the Titanic. She lives alone 
in a small house in Hermosa Beach 
within sight of the Pacific Ocean She 
is a peppy lady who still drives a car, 
has outlasted three husbands and has 
sailed the Atlantic IO times since the 
1912 tragedy. 
There were wily 790 persons saved 
of the 2,307 aboard the liner on its 
maiden 
voyage 
from 
Southampton, 
England, to New York. Almost all the 


survivors were women and children 
and 
Mrs. 
MacKenzie 
herself 
held 
someone’s infant 
in 
her arms 
as 
lifeboat No 13 pulled away from the 
sinking ship 
Then she was Miss Edwina Troutt, a 
saucy blonde from Bath, England. 
“I tell people that a Troutt can't 
drown,” she chuckled. “I told my 
story at a school and one boy came 
right back and said a trout can’t live 
in salt water either.” 
But let Winnie tell her story: 
“I was booked to sail on the Oceanic- 
and my family and friends were wo­ 
rried because it was sailing on the 
13th. Then my Dad got a letter from 
the 
White Star 
line changing 
my 


reservation to the Titanic which sailed 
on the lith. 
"I shared a stateroom with an Irish 
woman named Miss Keene. She came 
aboard at Cobh and from the moment 
I met her she kept moaning that the 
ship would never make it to New 
York, that we were doomed She drove 
me a little batty. Turned out she was 
right. 
"She and I were at the same dinner- 
table with tour men and a young boy. - 
The boy was from Buenos Aires His 
parents had sent him to England to 
school. He didn’t like it and was 
running away to join a brother in New 
Jersey. There was also a very nice 
gentleman from Denmark named Mr. 


Milling and he had sailed suddenly and 
hts wife did not know he was aboard. 
(Mrs 
MacKenzie and Miss Keene 
reached New York on the rescue ship 
C arp alia, but the four men and the 
boy perished.) 
“The night of the 14th I had gone to 
bed early, inn I was awakened (at 
11:40 pm .) when the vibration of the 
engines stopped I put on a heavy coat 
and shoes and went out 
into the 
passageway I ran into a steward and 
asked what was wrong He pointed to 
the watertight doors and told me that 
if anything had happened they would 
be closed 
"I went into the salon and there 
were some men there playing cards 


and one of them said, Hey, blondie, 
what’s the matter with you.’ One of 
them said the ship had grazed an 
iceberg and they went on playing." 
Mrs MacKenzie started back to her- 
cabin, but came across a ship's - 
officer who told her to put on a 
lifebelt, leave everything behind and 
get up on the boat deck She aroused 
.Miss Keene and went topside with a 
toothbrush and a prayer book 
"I was surprised to see that almost 
all the boats had been lowered. There 
was an old couple and they refused to 
leave each other. I learned later it * 
was Mr and Mrs. (Isidore) Strauss. 
There was a man there with a baby 
that wasn't his 
I jumped into the 


lifeboat and they lowered the baby to 
me. 
“There were a few men in the boat 
and they pulled away toward a light rn 
the distance. Then the Titanic went 
down and there was this scream of 
death, worse than any siren A mate 
told us to scream, too, to drown out 
the sound and we did. That sound still 
haunts me in my dreams ’’ 
They reached tne Carpathia shortly 
atter dawn 
Mrs 
MacKenzie never 
saw the baby again. She still shakes 
her head at the Titanic’s reputation as 
unsinkable 
"With God all things are possible," 
she says 
"They are never going to 
build a boat that is unsinkable."

Corn planting can tiegm by mid 
April throughout the state, they 
say, reminding tanners that the 
potential risks of planting too 
early are not nearly so great as 
the risks of planting too late as 
far as corn is concerned 
Extension Agronomist B A 
Bailey says that adequate soil 
moisture levels, reported by the 
Purdue 
agricultural
